day at the height of his power and 
friend and foe of his political creed 
throughout the nation, deplored his 
assassination

Long’s death came at 4:06 a. m., 
central standard time.

Death of Long Brings 
4 Brothers Together 


BATON ROUGE, La., Sept. 10. 
(P)—The death bed of Huey Long 
brought together for the first time 
in years the four Long brothers, 
who at times differed bitterly with 
each other over politics and per- 
sonal affairs. 

Most noticeable around the bed, 
was Julius Long, the oldest of the 
Long brothers, who loaned Huey 
funds to get his law education and 
became his law partner in Huey’s 
early days. In recent years Julius 
and Huey broke off all relations, 
Julius branding Huey a _ political 
“madman.” Julius even _ testified 
before the senate investigating com- 
mittee against his brother, but when 
Huey was dying in the hospital, 
Julius came and mingled his tears 
with those of the brothers. 

Earl Long, the youngest brother, 
also was there. In recent months 
he had been reunited with Huey in 
his politics after several years sep- 
aration. Before the reconciliation 
Earl worked with Huey’s most bit- 
ter political opponents. but the 
deathbed brought him into the fold 
of sorrowful relatives. 

Dr. George 8. Long, a_ second 
brother, journeyed from Oklahoma 
for a farewell to Huey. During 
Hluey's entire political career George 
had been an admirer at a far dis- 
tance and Huey’s death sorely af- 
fected him.

Jury Returns Verdict. 
An East Baton Rouge coroner's 
jury returned a verdict saying that the 
man who dominated the public life of 


Louisiana for eight years “came to) 


his death from gunshot wounds of a 
homicidal character.” The verdict, fol- 
lowing Louisiana custom, did not fix 
‘responsibility for the act. 

Meantime the inquest into the death 
of Long’s assassin again was post- 
poned. It was started Monday morn- 
ing and adjourned until Monday after- 
noon after examination of two wit- 
nesses. Failure of other witnesses and 
Long’s bodyguards, who killed Weiss, 
to appear yesterday afternoon caused 
postponement until today. Again this 
afternoon the coroner found none to 
question and continued the hearing 
indefinitely. District Attorney John 
Fred Odom would not comment on 
failure of the gun-wielding bodyguards 
to appear. 

Neither Odom nor other officials 
had anything to say on the possibility 
of action against the «layers of Weiss. 
Officials who refused to be quoted ex- 
pressed belief that the guards, as duly 
constituted. police officers, would be 
absolved on the grounds that the kill- 


ing was in line of duty in the protec- 


tion of themselves and others. 

President Roosevelt, who issued a 
statement yesterday, led numerous 
members of the house and_ senate 
and. others high in public life in 
denouncing Long's assassination. 
Louisiana newspapers editorially ‘“‘de- 
plored’ his death from the gun of 
Dr. Weiss. 

At Height of Reign. 

The versatile senator, who wrote 
books. promoted ‘“share-the-wealth 
clubs,” led parades. of college foot- 
ball players, defied the United States 
geenate, and was a potential candi- 
date for President im 1936, died at 
the height of his reign as a_ po- 
litical boss of his empire of Louisi- 
ana, 

He was busily engaged es increas- 
ing his dictatorial powers through a 
special session of the legislature, when 
shot. A number of special measures, 
which today the assembly pushed 
ahead. toward final enactment, were 
aimed at the administration of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, with whom he broke 
after supporting him for the nomina- 
tion at Chicago. 

Governor Oscar K. Allen, titular 
head of Long's organization, said: 
“Wei are going to follow the prin- 
ciples % Huey P. Long.” Various 
leaders among Long’s supporters were 
mentioned as possible successors to 
the senator, bu‘ no decision has been 
reached. 

Plans for the funeral arrangements 
are in the hands of a committee com- 
osed of (fovernor AHen, Seymour 
Veiss, New Orleans hotel manager 
and treasurer of the Long organiza- 
tion: Earl Long. his brother, and 
Earl J. Christenberry, the senator's 
eecretary. 

A Heroic Battle. 

Dr. FE. L. Sanderson, superintend 
ent of the Shreveport Charity hospital 
and one of the physicians attending 
Senator Tong at Lady of the Lake 
hospital, describing the senator's criti- 
cal days, said: 

“T saw a fight for life which was 
a losing one from the beginning, but 
which was so heroic on the part of 
Senator Long that none of us can 
ever forget it. 

“During his period of waitfulness 
he made some remarks which will be 
perhaps not forgotten in Louisiana 
during this generation. 

“Qncee he referred to the Louisiana 
Ritate University. 

“‘WVhat will the Sorys and girls do 
if I die?’ 

“When his wife entered the room 
a few minutes before death, he said: 

“‘Here is my sweetheart.’ 

“As she stooped over him about this 
time he said: 

“*Oh. Lotd, don’t let me die, for 1 
have a few more things to accom- 
plish.’ 

Ir. Sanderson said he believed 
Long's last words were those pertain- 
ing to Louisiana State University. 

“When he passed away,’ Dr, Nan- 
derson said, “it was like the snuffing 
out of a candle. There was no strug- 
gie whatsoever.” 

Family Present. 

Mrs. Long and their three children 
Rose. Russell and Palmer Reid, who 
were at the bedside when the sena- 
tor died, left shortly afterward for 
their hotel and were holding up brave- 
lv. Later they returned to their New 
Orleans home. There were tears in 
the eyes of Governor len 
close to the Long regime.

Rose From Cotton Patch, 


senator and dictatorial boss of Louisi- 
ana, Huey Pierce Long attained the 
hizhest degree of state control ever 
recorded under America’s democratic 
form of government. 

He was a psychological enigma to 
many and political phenomenon to 


| virtually all experts. He conceived 
‘and did things whieh none but he 


thought possible and which none of 
the “old line” politicians ever tried. 
His followers called him “genius,”

of the people’s rights. 

An army of enemies, whom he re- 
pulsed again and again at the polls 
or in the courts, dubbed him ‘‘dema- 
gogz,”’ madman,” “destroyer of consti- 
tutional government’ and worse terms 
running the gamut from “election 
thief’ to “political racketeer.” 

He called himself “Kingfish.” It 


was a term applied originally in sar- 


eastic ‘ein to an opponent. Long 
once assumed it jocularly for himself, 
found a ready publicity response and 
thereafter clung to it. 
Law Unto Himself. 

From the time he shook from his 
heels the dust of a hillside cotton farm 
in Lousianas Winn parish as a to-

come a traveling salesman, until a 
subservient legislature in 1934 and

to the political machine which he 
dominated, Long was a law unto him- 
self,

Long was borr. August 30, 1893, 
on a 320-acre farm which hecame 
part of the town of ‘Winnfield, La..

He 
was the seventh child in a family of 
nine, : 
He attended Shreveport high school, 
but did not finish the course. His 
college work was confined to three 
months in the law department of the 
University of Oklahoma and about 
seven months of intensive cramming 
in the law school of Tulane Univer- 
sity.

915. 

Alibi Witness Becomes Wife. 

When he was 19 years old, he was 
arrested at Shreveport. accused of be- 
ing involved in a shooting scrape. An 
alibi cleared him. Miss Rose Mec('on- 
nell testifyiney that he had escorted 
her to a theater that evening and 
producing the seat stubs as_ proof. 
The next year they were married. 
They became the parents of two sons 
and a daughter 

Long began his political career 

At 25 he was elected to the 

board of railroad commission- 

He ran unsuccessfully for gover- 

nor when he was 30 and attained 
that office: four years later. 

Defeating an attempt to impeach 
him, he consolidated his political pow: 
er and won the 1920 federal sena- 
torial primary and election from the 
veteran Joseph E. Ransdell. Finding 
that his foes planned to acquire the 
governorship, he retained that office 
until January 25. 1932, when he took 
hie seat ‘n Washington. That same 
year he helped his close politica! 
ally, John Overton, win Louisiana’s 
other senatorial post from Edwin X. 
Broussard. 

Thereafter he shuttled between the 
national and state capitals, defending 
his state organization against attacks 
and reinforcing it until his personal 
power virtually was absolute, while 
in Washington he kept himself in the 
spotlight by bitter attacks upon the 
national administration. 

Was Shrewd Lawyer. 
Although Long's opponents dubbed 
his pet measures “clap rap” or worse 
and sought to discredit him by pitiless 
exposure of personal scandal, he went 
blithely on his way. He had undis- 
puted talents as a shrewd lawyer. al-

Down in Louisiana Governor Long’s 
expenditures of $79,000,000 in the 
year 1931 reacted into a state treas- 
ury crisis and in 1982 an extensive 
program of fresh taxation was put 
through. It started a revolt which cli- 
maxed in January, 1935, when the 
Square Deal Association, organizefl by 
anti-Long people, assembled in Baton 
Rouge to demand that Governor Al- 


len summon the legislature in special | 


remedial session. Senator Long hur- 
ried there. Many of the square deaiers 
were armed and the militia and state 
police were called out. One citizen was 
wounded and extensive bloodshed nar 
rowly was averted. 

Hearing Conducted. 


Long then conducted a “murder 
plot’ hearing in which he charged a 
number of officials with conspiring 
to assassinate him. Martial law was 
proclaimed and soldiers, manning ma- 
chine guns, surrounded the state- 
house, 

lt was during the past year that 
Long definitely launched on a nation- 
al campaign, breaking with President 
Roosevelt and defying the United 
States senate. 

Ile became a bitter critic of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s New Deal and en- 
acted laws in Louisiana which would 
give the state control of the expendi- 
ture of work relief money. 

In the session in progress when he 


Was assassinated was a law providing | 


for imprisonment of federal officials 
conducting “unconstitutional” activi- 
ties in Louisiana. He said the meas- 


ure was designed to preserve state’s | 


rights. 

Long had charged the federal gov- 
ernment planned to pour money into 
Louisiana in an attempt to defeat him 
in the January, 1936, election in 
which Long himself planned to seek 
re-election. 

Long had definitely announced he 
would be a Presidential candidate if 


the democrats nominated Roosevelt | 


and the republicans named Hoover. 
Observers considered him a threat 

to the democratic party because of

Huey Was Power in Politics at 27; 
Made Only One Public Speech Here

In the early nineteen twenties this 
reporter was a member of that 
nomadic group which batted around 
frum one newspaper to another work- 
ing only long enough in one place to 
absorb local color and railroad fare 
or a pass to the next port of call. 

Following what seemed to be a natu- 


ral course he drifted into New Orleans, 


where an itinerant reporter was al- 
ways welcome, and obtained a_ place 
on the staff of the Times-Picayune. 

His first assignment was to cover 
a hearing before the Louisiana Public 
Service Commission, which was to de- 
cide whether or not New York bank- 
ing interests would be permitted to 
purchase the New Orleans Light and 
Power Company. 


The hearing was held in the com- | 


mission council chamber in the New 
Orleans city hall, a massive place, 
handsomely furnished and awe-iuspir- 
ing in itself. Although the chamber 


was a large one it was packed for the | 


hearing. The mayor and city council 


city, as well as a young lawyer who 
was the assistant city attorney at the 
time. He was T. Semmes Walmsley, 
now the mavor. 

Chairman Long Late. 

The meeting did not get started on 
schedule. The chairman was not on 
time. While waiting for the business 
to get under way the reporter heard 
a lot of comment about Chairman 
Long, what an up-and-coming politi- 
cian he was. Somehow the reporter 
got the idea that Chairman Long was 
a@ man bound to create a great im- 
pression.

The September 1 condition report 
estimated the total wheat crop at 
594,615,000 bushels and the corn crop 
at 2,183,755,000 bushels. The Au- 
gust 1 estimate had placed the wheat 
crop at 607,678,000 bushels and the 
corn crop at 2,272,147,000 bushels. 

The loss of 13,000,000 bushels of 
wheat was attributed to continued 
rust damage, which cut the crop by 
approximately 123,000,000 bushels 
during July. It is increasingly evident, 
the department said, that the domes- 
tic supply of hard red spring wheat 
of milling quality will be below re- 
quirements.

Treatment Offered as 
Theory, However, and Not 
Cure by Chicago Expert. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 10.— 
(UP)—Medical science’s long war oa 
cancer was revealed tonight to have 
developed a new battle plan, by which 
the human body’s own disease-fighting 
cells are aided in choking out a malig- 
nant tumor. 

The new treatment involves the ar- 
tificial multiplication of cells known 
as marcophagues, taken from the pa- 
tient’s spleen and grown in a culture, 
and injecting them back in added and 
effective numbers to strangle the can- 
cer. 

Results of four years of experimen- 
with the new treatment were 
outlined at the American Congress of 
Physical Therapy today by Dr. Gus 
tav Kolischer, senior urologist at Mi- 
chael Reese hospital in Chicago. 

Kolischer warned his colleagues that 


ithe plan was advanced at this time 


not as a cure but as a theory of treat- 
ment that has recorded unusual 
achievements. 

The greatly magnified powers of 
the marcophagues after they have 


| been grown in a culture enable them 


to wall off the diseased spot in the 
patient. They dam up supplies of 
the cancer must 
ve to continue to grow. 

Then the surgeon’s knife may re- 
Experiments 
to date have indicated that the mar- 
cophagues also prevent the outbreak 
of a new cancer in a patient after one 
tumor has been removed, Dr. Kolischer 
said. 

“In some cases cancer disappeared 
under cell injections,” he added. “Oth- 
ers that have been impossible to oper- 
ate on have been made ready for op- 
eration by injections of the cell fluid 
so that they could be readily removed 
without exterior mutilation.”
